As to your specific request, please be aware that as an anonymous person or set of persons, you do not 
meet the standing requirements to pursue this action without disclosing your identity in order to prove that 
you are a citizen of this State. See McKee v. Orange Unified School Dist.(2003) 110 Cal. App. 4th , which 
determine the standing requirements for this type of action. In that case the court held: 


“A citizen of the State of California is an 
“interested person” within the meaning of Gov. Code, §§ 
54960 and 54960.1 and may sue a legislative body of a 
local agency as provided in those sections for violations 
of the Ralph M. Brown Act (Brown Act) (Gov. Code, § 
54950 et seq.).” 


I encourage you to join in respectful and full engagement, participating in your local government as such an” interested 
person”. Recent events make it too clear that one anonymous person can easily impersonate another, and there is no 
way for us to determine whether in fact any anonymous person is an “interested person” within the meaning of the 
statute.
